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MARRIAGES OF COUSINS. 


It has long been the settled opinion of the 
great majority of writers upon phy , that 
the marrieges of near relatives, especially of 
first cousins, are neually productive of very un- 
happy results. The ers of asylums for 
the idiotic gud insane, very generally, if we are 
not mistaken, hold to this view, and think they’ 
find in the statistics of euch institutions abun- 
dant reasons for the belief. And yet there are 
not wanting those who subecribe to an opposite 
opinion. Among these is a French statistician, 
the reeults of whose investigations in one com- 
munity we find reported as follows :— 


“ He carried on his investigations in the town 
of Batz, in the French department of the Loire 
luferieure. Having selected forty-six cases of 
marriages between cousins, he examined the 
husbands, wives, and children, both in re 
gard to their phyrical and intellectual develop- 
ment, and made inquiriés concerning the fami- 
lies examined, and their ancestors, through the 
mayor, pastor, and oldest inhabitants. Com- 
binivg the statistics thus collected, be has found 
that these intermarriages do not bring about 
disease, idiocy, or malformation. However, itis 
important to mark that these results are at- 
tributed by the writer to the favorable climate 
of the locality, and to the general habita, hy- 
giene, and worality of the inhabitants, as well 
as to the absence of all hereditary disease, The 
town of Batz is situated upon a peninsula 
bounded on one wide by the recks of the sea- 
shore, and on tae other by salt marshes. The 
air is pure, and the most frequent winds are 
from the north, north-east, and north-west. The 
number of inhabitants is about 4,300. They 
have little communication with other parts of 
the country, and their occupation is almost con- 
fined to the prepaiation of salt. They are very 
intelligent, almost all the adults being able to 
read. The morality is of high stamp, 
tion being unknown. Theft and murder have 
not occurred within the recollection of the oldest 
inhabitant. Mothers nurse their vhildren till 
they are fifteen months old, and the general 
food of the population is of the vegetable 
class, There are at present in Batz forty-eix 
ceingtnoms, pairs of cousins, five unions 

tween second cousins, thirty-one marriages 
of third cousins, and ten of cousins in the 
fourth degree. From the five unions of second 
cousins there have been twenty-three children, 
none of whom have presented any congenital 
deformity. Thirty-ove marriages of third cousins 
have produced one hundred and twenty chil- 
dred, all healthy; and the marriages of féurth 
cousins have yiven rise to twenty-nine children, 
all of whom, with the exception of those who 
died of ague, were strong and healthy at the 
period of examination. The writer contends that 
such facts as the foregoing prove that consan- 
gumeous marrriages by no means lead to the 
degeneration of a race.” 


For our own part, we should not be surprised 
if the physiological law which has been com- 
monly supposed to exist forbidding the mar- 
riage of cousins, is in reality a law of much 
wider character and of more general application, 
If all men and women were perfectly and har 
moniously constituted, it would be difficult to 
perceive how any marriages, sanctioned by love, 
could have unheppy resulta. But taking men 
and women as they are, it might seem reason- 
able to suppose, that where persons 
similar unbealthy tendencies should unite in 
marriage, the effect might be to produce an 
even greater unbealtby of the same 
character in their offspring. On the contrary, 
where a certain unhealthy tendency in one pe- 
rent was met, and counteracted as it were, by a 
healthy tendency in that respect in the other, 
the children might reasonably ape to inherit, 
if not so healthy a constitation the respect 
alluded to as one parent, a healthier constite- 
tien than the other. 

Now, if this view be a correct one, evil results 
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would not flow from the intermarriage of cousins 
simply because they were cousins, but only in 


so far as their mental and physical organiza- 
tions partook, — to their consanguinity, of 
the same natural infirmities and defects.

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Letter from New York. 
New York, April 15th, 1865. 


Our President is dead! Yea, our 
President—the noble man to whom each and 
every loyal eye turned with pride and joy as 
victory after victory crowned his efforts for our 
weal, as the golden sheaves reward the earnest 
labor of the husbandman. He has etood up 
bravely and battled against all difficulties, par- 
suing but one steady course to one glorious end. 
Over his head clouds gathered and broke, but he 
neither shrank nor faltered, and at last the leaden 
mass parted, letting the glad warm sunlight fall 
through like a halo of glory about hia head, He 
spoke, and sad hearts blessed him for the pro- 
mise of peace restored and loved ones to be 
given to them again. He stretched forth his 
hand, and the heart of a nation thrilled with his 
touch ; and even while the pulse ran high and the 
heart throbbed most gladly that hand grew cold 
in death. Quick, from the exultant land, his 
life passed like a sunbeam from the mountain, 
and it was darkness—deep, dread, impen+ 
tranle |! 

To describe how the news of President Lin- 
coln’s death was received here is utterly impoe- 
sible. Upon each heart the blow fell as a per- 
sonal affliction, and all mourned and mourn Pim 
as & beloved father and friend.

She was the Chief Magistrate's lady yesterday ; 
to-day a widow only an immostal name. 
Among the neighbors of the late President, who 
came from afar to pay respect to his remains, 
was one gentleman who left Richmond on Sun- 
day. I had been upon the boat with him and 
heard him in hot wrang!e with some officers who 
advised the summary execution of all rebel lead- 
ers. This the e’d man opposed, when the feel- 
ing against him became so intense that he was 
compelled to retire. Ie counselled mercy, good 
faith, and forgiveness, To-day, the men who 
had called him « traitor, saw him among the 
family mourners, bent with grief. All these are 
waiting in solemn lines, standing erect, with « 
space of several feet between them and the 
coffin, and there is no bustle nor unseemly curi- 
osity, not a whisper, not « footfall—only the 
collected nation looking with awed hearts upon 
eminent death.

From the Cleveland Leailer, April 117: 

We learn on the best authority that when 
Wilkes Booth was in this city a year and a half 
ago, he remarked to a prominent citizen that 
“the man who killed Abraham Lincoln would 
occupy & higher niche of fame than 
Washin " This demonstrates that his 
famous deed was long premeditated. 

From the Chicago Joarnal : 

A theatrical gentleman of this vity informs 
us that in the early part of 1863, du an en- 
gegement of J. Wilkes Booth at McVicker’s 
theatre, he made the remark one day, “ What 
a glorious opportunity there is for a man to im- 
mortalize himeelf by killing Lincoln !” 

“ What good would that do?” he was asked. 

He then quoted these lines :— 


“The eee youth who fired the Ephesian 


ome 
Outlives in fame the pious fool who reared it.” 


“ Well, who was that ambitious youth—what 
was hie name?” was then asked. 

“That I don’t know,” Booth replied, 

“Then where's the fame you speak of ?”

At the o ite end 
of the box, that nearest the end of the sage, 
were two chairs, In one of these, standing in 
the corner, Miss Harris was seated. At her left 
hand, and along the wall running from that end 
of the box to rear, stood a small sofs. At 
the end of this sofa, next to Miss Harria, this 
deponent was seated. The distance between 
this deponent and the President, as they were 
sitting, was about seven or eight feet, and the 
distance between this deponent and the door 
was about the same. The distance between the 
President, as he sat, and the door was about 
four or five feet. The door, according to the 
recollection of this deponent, was not closed 
during the evening. 

When the second scene of the third act was 
being performed, and while this deponent was 
intently observing the proceediogs upon the 
stage, with his back toward the door, he heard 
the discharge of a pistol behind him, and look- 
ing around saw, through the smoke, a man be 
tween the door and the President. At the same 
time deponent heard him shout some words, 
which deponent thinks was “Freedom!” This 
deponent instantly sprang towards him and 
seized him; he wrested himself from the grasp 
and made a violent thrust at the breast of tor 
nent with a large knife. Deponent parried the 
blow by striking it up, and received a wound 
several inches deep in his left arm, between the 
elbow and the shoulder. The orifice of the 
wound is about 1}iaches in length, and extends 
upwards towards the shoulder several inches.
